"Dear Brother Hyson, 

"I a* sending you this letter, although we are forbidden te write, 
b e cau se I want to relate to you all about eur life. As you knew dear 
brother, X left ay eoapaay and stayed four aenths in Seraaay te leavia 
Sadlje (sie), end X knew it rosy well new* Ceni, Banaean and eons ether 
friends arrived three aenths later* Then we were asked through whieh 
country wc would like te go* We teld then we wanted te pass through 
draeee to take hyson S haiku with us and booens a group of five* Coal, 
Baaasaa, hyson Shalku, s Kosovar by tho nans of Abdulah, and ayself • 

Wo boarded a plane and arrived in Albania on October 14* They dropped 
us on Tory bad ground* Hyson injured his feet* Ws d r opped st aid- 
night* % tho tine wo had gathered all of our supplies it was 4 in 
the naming* Hyena did net knew the terrain, and neither did we* At 
4 a.*, we were encircled on every aide* In the norolng, ten adnutee 
before the beginning of the battle, the first shot wee heard just as 
Hyson and Geni ware passing the ridge ef e hill* We have not seen 
each ether sines* The battle went on fron 4 in the naming until 4 
in the afternoon* We were in the niddle ef the Cewunl etc net knowing 
where to go, booauso wo didn't knew tho terrain* At 4 p.n« wo broke tho 
oirele around us* Wo renained three days in Albania, and on tho fourth 
we tressed the frontier into Yugoslavia ever tho great Dlbra* Thank Qed 
Banasan had been te Dlbra before and took us te the frontier* We didn't 
knew, however, where the ninefields were, and we were afraid that we 
would be captured alive by the Oeununists because we had no asnunitloa 
loft, we had been without bread for four days, we were waling in snow 
te our waist, wo worn tired, sad we didn't knew where te go* At last 
we tressed the border and when we arrived at Kartseva we went to a 
friend of Baas fan's, when he had known ainee 1946* He kept ua in hie 
house for three days, and then he gave us bread and food for our jour- 
ney te drees e. As regards deni end Hyson, Qed only knows what has 
b a sons of then* Xf they were not killed by dark, they should be alive* 
If you have heard anything about then by letter or the wireless, let me 
knew, because you can't imagine how worried X aau But sines we have 
taken this job, there le nothing he be done* 

"This tine we were not sent to fight but to earry out propaganda 
anong tho pooplo* But what sort of propaganda can tho Kosovars do in 
Albania? Such propaganda is useless. Should thor be a war, wo shall 
be ready for it* felt the Gesnunists will not be soared by four or 
five persons* How X want to tell you something else* Many Albanians, 
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natives of Albania*) have refused to go to Albania. Who la tboro to go, 
if not they? And who aball loao bis life for Kosovo unredeemed alnoo 
thoso rasaals refute to go to their Fatherland? 

■Wall Hysaa, if they toll no again to go with Ranaaan and fear or 
five others, X s h all not go. I am ashamed to say no to tho Americans. 
Regarding tho Committee, I shall send them to hell, because all thoso 
who were sent to Albania have been killed. Here are seme names i Remit 
Shkodra has been killed with four other fellows j Sejdi Base has boon 
killed with fear ether persons. I an very cony for Sejdl, o nan of 
50 who had never had a gun in hie hands, when there wore so many yewng 
nan who shoild tfre gone. It most have bean Zhanal Losi who sent him.
